A aeries of meetings, In which 
the selection of proper foods will 
he tho principal topic, 
will

held in several counties of the 
upper peninsula in 
October 
bv 
Florence Becker, food and n utri­ 
tion worker of the Michigan State 
College 
extension 
s'aff. 
The 
dates of the meetings In Delta 
county will be announced later bv 
Joseh E, Turner, county agricul­ 
tural agent. 
“ Folks are interested in food to 
eat.” says Miss Becker, “ and it 
is Just as easy to have the right 
kind and often less expensive.” 
The meetings will be held most­ 
ly in rural com munities and small 
towns as part of th e program of 
the Home 
Economics 
Extension 
work sponsored by Michigan State 
College. 
The scoring of food hab­ 
its. exercises on posture and prep­ 
aration of fruit and milk d e s e r t 
are some points which the women 
greatly enjoy. 
A similar group 
of 
meetings 
were held last May in five coun­ 
ties with vegetable cookery as one 
of the features. 
The Interest In good food for 
the school child is very noticeable 
righ* now and mothers and fa­ 
thers are eager to keep children 


in tho 
best 
of 
health 
through 
right food and good health h a b ­ 
its. 
In her talks Miss 
Becker 
ex­ 
plains the food habits score which 
is really 
a “skeleton 
diet” upon 
which to build the meals for the 
family. 
Briefly the score card re­ 
quires the 
following: 
Milk. 
4 
cups a day for children 
(under 
20 years) or 2 cups for adults; 
vegetables (not including potato) 
am ount equal to one cupful. 
One 
good sized potato each day. Green 
or raw vegetables as lettuce, cab­ 
bage. green. e ‘c., one large serv­ 
ing dally. 
Fruit should be eaten 
twice a day equal to about one 
cupful (raw, canned, 
or 
dried) 
and extra credit on the scorp Is 
allowed for ray fruit or for to­ 
m ato either fresh or canned. 
Whole cereals on 
account 
of 
roughage and minerals are need­ 
ed in half of fh° cereals eaten. In 
oth er words, if you have cream of 
wheat for breakfast, see that the 
toast is whole wheat, but if you 
have oatmeal regularly you mav 
have white toast. 
One good sized 
serving of meat ane one egg are 
needed for the portion of muscle 
building food.

8 
glasses of water daily, not Includ­ 
ing that used in tea or coffee, the 
n e c e s s aries are provided.
